Sir,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  report  upon  matters  affecting  the  public 
health  in  the  District  for  the  year  1956. 

Births  and  Birth  Rates 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  District  has  decreased  over  the  preceding 
year.  There  has  been  a general  tendency  to  decrease  since  the  record 
year  of  1947.  This  trend  is,  of  course,  general  throughout  the  Country. 
The  Rate  for  1956,  however,  compares  favourably  with  the  National 
Birth  Rate. 

Still  Births  have  shown  a considerable  decrease  over  1955,  but 
the  number  is  still  rather  on  the  high  side  compared  with  national 
statistics. 

Illegitimate  Births  have  also  shown  a decrease  over  the  preceding 
year.  The  Illegitimate  Birth  Rate  in  the  District  compares  very  favour- 
ably with  the  Rate  in  the  County,  and  the  Rate  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales. 

Population 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  approximately  400  in  the  estimated 
population,  over  the  preceding  year.  The  present  figure  is  now  22,820. 
The  trend,  therefore,  of  gradually  increasing  rural  population,  which 
has  been  evident  over  the  past  10  years,  continues. 

Deaths  and  Mortality  Rates 

There  was  a considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths 
during  the  year.  The  Regional  Death  Rate  of  10.5,  is  one  of  the  lowest 
Rates  over  the  past  10  years.  It  compares  very  favourably  with  the 
Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

The  number  of  Violent  Deaths  (10),  remains  approximately  the 
same  as  for  the  preceding  5 years.  Eour  of  these  deaths  were  caused  by 
Accidents  in  the  Home,  and  2 by  Road  Accidents.  It  would  probably 
be  advantageous  to  set  up  a small  Sub-Committee  to  deal  with  the 
prevention  of  accidents.  The  saving  of  even  one  life  per  year  would 
justify  this  action. 

Infant  Deaths  have  decrea.sed  gradually  in  the  District  over  the 
past  3 years.  The  present  position  is  reasonably  satisfactory  as  com- 
pared with  national  statistics.  It  will  be  noted  that  practically  all  the 
Infant  Deaths  took  place  during  the  first  4 weeks  of  life.  It  is  this 
period  that  requires  the  special  attention  of  all  child  welfare  workers. 
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The  number  of  Cancer  Deaths  remains  substantially  the  same 
as  for  the  preceding  year.  The  Cancer  Death  Rate  in  the  District  is 
considerably  lower  than  the  National  Rate.  It  would  appear,  also,  that 
the  percentage  of  Cancer  affecting  the  Lungs  and  Respiratory  System, 
is  much  lower  than  average. 

General  Infectious  Diseases 

There  was  no  unusual  incidence  of  Infectious  Disea.se  during 
the  year.  Single  cases  of  Paratyphoid  and  Meningococcal  Meningitis 
occurred.  There  were  the  usual  few  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  and 
Scarlet  Fever.  There  has  been  no  case  of  Diphtheria  for  6 years,  and 
none  of  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis)  for  2 years. 

The  immunisation  programme  against  Poliomyelitis  is  proceeding 
smoothly  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

There  was  a small  increase  in  the  number  of  fresh  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.  The  position,  how- 
ever, is  reasonably  satisfactory. 

On  the  other  hand  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  fell  very  considerably  over  the  preceding  year,  and  is  the 
lowest  for  the  past  lo  years. 

The  Mortality  Rate  in  the  District  compares  very  favourably 
with  the  National  Rate. 

Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

There  was  a reduction  in  both  fresh  cases  notified,  and  deaths 
registered,  over  the  preceding  year. 

Environmental  Hygiene  and  General  Sanitation 

The  Public  Health  Department  of  the  Council,  under  the  guidance 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Officer,  is  doing  a wonderful  job  of  work  in 
maintaining  a high  standard  of  Sanitation  and  Hygiene  throughout  the 
District.  The  help  of  other  Departments,  Housing  and  Engineer’s 
Departments,  is  also  gratefully  acknowledged. 

Sections  II  to  IV  of  this  Report  will  reveal  the  extent  of  the  work 
being  carried  out. 

Conclusion 

Both  in  the  field  of  Vital  Statistics  and  Environmental  Hygiene, 
the  record  of  the  Council  is  a fine  one,  and  would  compare  favourably 
with  any  other  District  in  the  County.  Problems  do  arise  from  time  to 
time,  but  there  is  none  of  tremendous  moment  outstanding. 

I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council,  and  the  Officials, 
for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co-operation.

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SECTION  II 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  Council  has  continued  to  pursue  its  policy  of  taking  mains 
water  to  as  much  of  the  Rural  District  as  is  practically  possible,  despite 
the  heavy  financial  strain  which  this  necessarily  uneconomic  distribu- 
tion places  on  the  Council. 

At  31st  December,  1956,  5.906  premises  were  being  supplied 
with  mains  water,  a percentage  of  86.6  of  the  total  number  of  premises 
in  the  rural  district,  and  an  increase  of  189  in  the  year. 

During  the  year  under  review  five  major  schemes  were  com- 
pleted : — 

Llanwnda  and  Eastern  Region  Scheme.  — Cost  approx.  £99,000 

Water  Survey  2nd  and  3rd  Programme.  — Cost  approx.  £39,000 

Water  Survey  5th  Programme  (part).  — Cost  approx.  £8,000 

Wiston  East  Scheme.  — Cost  approx.  £13,000 

Cefnydre  — Yetybontbren  Scheme.  — Cost  approx.  £11,000 

In  addition.  Water  Survey  Fourth  Programme  was  put  out  to 
tender,  and  work  will  start  in  1957. 

Other  schemes  of  distribution  outstanding  are:  — 

Water  Survey  Fifth  Programme  (Trecwn  Area) — 

Approved  by  Ministry  and  awaiting  consent  to  go  to 
tender. 

North  Eastern  Region  Scheme,  based  on  a new  source  at  Bryn- 
nante,  Morvil — 

Scheme  in  course  of  preparation. 

Water  Survey  Sixth  Programme — 

Scheme  submitted  to  Ministry. 

In  addition,  a scheme  for  a supplementary  pumped  and  treated 
supply  for  the  Central  Area,  from  Mountain  Water,  has  been  urgently 
prepared  and  sent  to  the  Ministry  and  has  received  approval.  Work  is 
in  hand  on  intake  and  pumping  station  buildings  and  the  plant  should 
be  in  operation  by  Whitsun,  1957.  This  supplementary  source  is  urgently 
needed  because  of  the  continuing  inability  of  the  Prescelly  Water 
Board,  which  affords  bulk  supplies  to  part  of  the  District,  to  meet  the 
requirements  made  upon  it.  Each  summer,  or  following  heavy  frost, 
the  Board  imposes  restrictions  at  its  filter  house,  causing  severe  diffi- 
culties to  the  higher  parts  of  the  District.  This  has  necessitated  the 
provision  of  this  new  source  as  a supplementary  supply  for  the  Central 
Area,  with  an  output  of  200,000  gallons  per  day. 

With  schemes  in  hand  or  immediately  proposed,  the  percentage 
of  properties  served  will  reach  92%,  and  this  is  likely  to  be  the  maxi- 
mum which  can  be  achieved  in  a very  sparsely  populated  area  such 
as  this. 
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SOURCES  OF  PIPED  WATER  SUPPLIES 


1.  Prcscelly 

Situated  in  the  Prescelly  Hills  in  North  Pembrokeshire.  The 
water  is  a typical  upland  surface  water.  Filtration  and  chlorination  take 
place  in  a modern  plant  immediately  upon  leaving  the  impounding 
reservoir. 

Approximately  56%  of  piped  water  in  the  Rural  District  is 
supplied  from  this  source.  The  capacities  of  the  service  reservoirs  on 
this  supply  are:  — 


2.  Hotwells — Glanrhyd 

(a)  Hotwells  — Sixteen  acres  protected  area  with  springs  col- 
lected to  service  reservoir.  Water  chlorinated  and  given  pH  value 
correction. 

(b)  Glanrhyd  — River  water  given  full  treatment,  sedimentation, 
pH  value  correction,  chlorination,  rapid  gravity  filtration,  and  then 
pumped  to  Hotwells  low  level  reservoir,  whence,  together  with  the 
Hotwells  yield,  it  is  pumped  to  Hotwells  High  Level  reservoir. 

Approximately  34.7%  of  piped  water  in  the  Rural  District  is 
supplied  from  these  sources,  the  capacities  of  the  service  reservoirs 
being  Hotwells  Low  Level  100,000  gallons,  Hotwells  High  Level  240,000 
gallons,  Felinwynt  150,000  gallons,  Solva  Low  Level  10,000  gallons, 
Caersegan  60,000  gallons,  Puncheston  30,000  gallons. 

3.  Garn  Deifog,  Trecwn 

Gathering  ground  and  reservoir  (covered)  upland  surface  water. 
Filtered  and  chlorinated.  The  bulk  of  this  water  is  supplied  to  the 
Royal  Naval  Depot  at  Trecwn. 

4.  Nash  Farm,  Llangwm 

Water  from  springs  is  piped  to  a covered  reservoir,  having  a 
capacity  of  30,000  gallons  at  Llangwm,  and  relayed  to  the  villages  of 
Hook  and  Llangwm.  Chlorination  was  introduced  during  the  year.  It 
is  proposed  to  improve  the  pressures  in  Llangwm  and  district  by  con- 
structing a small  high  level  reservoir  and  pumping  the  supply  from  the 
present  source  to  that  reservoir. 

Approximately  1.9%  of  piped  water  in  the  Rural  District  is 
supplied  from  this  source. 

5.  Orlandon,  Dale 

River  water  treated  as  described  for  Glanrhyd.  Station  operated 
by  R.N.A.S.  for  Kete  R.N.A.D.  establishment.  Available  as  standby  for 
South  West  Region.  Negotiations  in  hand  for  Council  to  acquire  station.

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6.  Nine  Wells,  St.  Davids 

Water  is  pumped  from  wells  to  service  reservoir  and  thence 
relayed  to  St.  Davids.  This  source  is  used  to  augment  the  main  supply 
to  St.  Davids  (Hotwells  — Glanrhyd).  Approximately  9.1%  of  piped 
water  in  the  Rural  District  is  supplied  from  this  source.  The  capacities 
of  the  service  reservoirs  on  this  supply  are : — 

Nine  Wells  ...  ...  45,000  gallons

7.  Small  Agricultural  Schemes 

There  are  approximately  160  farms  supplied  by  small  piped 
schemes  and  grant-aided  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
through  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  The  sources  in 
the  majority  of  these  schemes  are  wells  and  springs. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  in  the  year  1956  was 
363,263,000  gallons  or  approximately  1,000,000  gallons  per  day.

One-hundred-and-thirty-one  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis 
during  the  year.  One-hundred-and-twenty-five  of  these  were  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  six  for  chemical  analysis.

Other  Conversion  Schemes 

In  addition  to  the  properties  connected  to  the  various  village 
sewerage  schemes,  sanitary  conversion  schemes  with  drainage  to  cess- 
pools or  septic  tank  units  have  been  carried  out  by  property  owners 
in  80  cases.  Seventy-four  of  these  were  undertaken  as  part  of  improve- 
ment schemes  under  grant  aid. 


Emptying  of  Cesspools 

This  essential  service  was  continued,  124  cesspools  being  emptied 
during  the  year,  an  increase  of  nine  on  the  previous  year.  Five  of 
these  were  in  areas  outside  the  rural  district  where  similar  services 
were  lacking. 

A nominal  charge  of  £i  is  made  for  individual  cesspools  at 
private  dwellings  and  a charge  of  £4  5s.  od.  for  business  premises. 

The  cesspool  emptier  purchased  in  1952  has  also  proved  indis- 
pensable in  the  maintenance  of  the  numerous  disposal  works  operated 
by  the  Council. 


Drainage  In.spections 

Much  time  and  attention  was  again  devoted  to  inspections  and 
testing  of  drainage  systems  and  disposal  plants  as  a result  of  the 
comparatively  large  volume  of  improvement  works  carried  out  to 
private  properties.  Two-hundred-and-seventy-seven  visits  were  made  for 
the  purposes  of  advice  and  in.spection,  and  172  tests  carried  out  on 
completed  work. 

In  addition,  surveys  were  made  of  487  properties  in  connection 
with  proposed  sewerage  schemes. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  Collection 

Details  of  the  areas  served  are  included  in  Appendix  A. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  refuse  collection  service  provided  by  the 
Council  is  available  to  5,036  premises  or  approximately  73%  of  the 
total  number  of  premises  in  the  Rural  District.  This  is  an  increase  of 
70  houses  in  the  year.  A weekly  collection  is  provided  for  approximately 
97%  of  the  premises  .served. 
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During  the  summer  months  a twice  weekly  collection  of  refuse 
was  carried  out  at  Broad  Haven,  Newgale  and  Whitesands  Bay  to  cater 
for  the  caravan  population.  This  has  placed  a very  heavy  additional 
burden  on  the  refuse  collectors. 


Two  Karrier  C.K.3  10  cu.  yd.  vehicles  were  operated,  but  in  view 
of  the  age  and  increased  running  costs  of  one  of  these  vehicles,  an 
order  was  placed  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  another  Karrier  of  12  cu.  yd. 
capacity. 


The  total  refuse  collected  was  approximately  4,390  tons,  and 
the  mileage  covered  by  the  collector  vehicles  was  28,374  rniles,  an 
increase  of  128  miles  on  the  previous  year. 

The  total  cost  of  operating  the  service  for  the  financial  year 
1956/57  was  £5,050  together  with  £895  for  disposal  of  the  refuse.

Continued  support  was  given  to  this  campaign  by  the  Council 
by  the  display  of  publicity  material  in  suitable  premises  in  the  main 
villages  and  seaside  resorts.  Additional  litter  baskets  and  bins  were  also 
distributed  in  the  main  centres  of  population.

Four  of  these  sites  are  situated  in  the  north  of  the  district,  and 
are  fairly  central  in  relation  to  the  collection  rounds.  The  Targate  tip 
at  Freystrop  continued  to  be  heavily  overloaded  and  unsuccessful 
efforts  were  made  to  obtain  another  site  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
district.  Representations  were  again  made  to  the  Air  Ministry  regarding 
a site  at  the  disused  Talbenny  airfield  but  with  no  positive  result. 

Salvaged  Materials 

There  is  no  general  collection  of  waste  materials  in  operation 
in  view  of  the  poor  financial  return  for  the  sale  of  these  materials. 

Following  a survey  of  the  five  refuse  tips  operated  by  the 
Council  with  the  representative  of  the  Joint  Area  Scrap  Survey  Com- 
mittee, however,  a scheme  was  put  into  operation  for  the  segregation 
and  recovery  of  ferrous  scrap  from  household  refuse  at  the  tips. 

Registration  of  Scrap  Metal  Dealers 

One  application  for  registration  under  the  Public  Health  (Amend- 
ment) Act,  1907,  was  approved. 
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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Tlie  Council  has  provided  public  conveniences  at  St.  Davids, 
Whitesands  Bay,  Newgale,  Broad  Haven,  Dale  and  Llangwm. 

All  these  buildings  are  maintained  by  the  Council.  Caretakers 
have  been  appointed  to  cleanse  and  supervise  the  conveniences  at  all 
these  sites  with  the  exception  of  Broad  Haven  where  arrangements 
are  made  for  a Council  employee  to  undertake  these  duties  in  addition 
to  those  of  deck  chair  hiring  and  car  park  attendant. 

The  provision  of  public  conveniences  for  Little  Haven,  Solva 
and  Letterston  were  approved  by  the  Council.  Conveniences  could 
with  advantage  be  provided  at  the  Haroldston  area  of  Broad  Haven  and 
also  at  Nolton  Haven. 


CONTROL  OF  CARAVAN  AND  CAMPING  SITES 

Conditions  appertaining  to  the  control  of  caravan  sites  were 
approved  by  the  Council  at  the  latter  end  of  1955,  but  little  practical 
progress  was  made  in  the  provision  of  the  necessary  amenities  in  the 
way  of  sanitary  accommodation,  drainage  and  water  supply  to  the 
many  sites  in  the  Rural  District  which  have  been  in  use  for  this  purpose 
for  many  years. 

Planning  approval  was  given  for  the  development  of  three  sites 
at  Little  Haven,  Newgale  and  Whitesands  Bay,  but  in  only  one  case 
were  proposals  completed  and  the  site  licensed  under  Section  269  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

As  in  former  years  the  control  of  rats  and  mice  infestations  is 
arranged  under  a comprehensive  scheme,  whereby  dwelling  houses  are 
treated  free  of  charge.  The  cost  of  rodent  campaigns  at  business  prem- 
ises is  recovered  from  the  occupiers. 

The  treatment  of  rat  infestations  on  farms  is  undertaken  by  the 
Pests  Department  of  the  County  Agricultural  Committee,  with  whom 
close  co-operation  is  maintained,  and  to  whom  notifications  were  sub- 
mitted of  infestation  on  farm  premises.

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Much  valuable  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the 
part-time  rodent  operator  in  the  destruction  of  rodents.  It  will  be  seen 
that  there  was  an  increase  of  266  in  the  number  of  inspections  carried 
out  at  the  various  premises.  An  increase  in  inspections  of  dwelling 
houses  is  attributed  to  surveys  of  some  of  the  large  villages,  and  it  is 
satisfactory  to  report  that  only  minor  infestations  were  found.  An 
increase  is  also  shown  in  the  number  of  dwelling  houses,  business 
premises  and  Council  properties  treated  — 347  compared  with  152  in 
1955- 

During  the  year  treatment  of  the  Council’s  sewers  was  com- 
menced, five  sewerage  systems  being  treated,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report 
that  no  serious  infestation  of  the  sewers  has  occurred.  The  policy  of 
treating  sewerage  disposal  works  at  regular  quarterly  intervals  is  still 
maintained. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tips  are  also  treated  at  regular  intervals, 
and  here  again  the  policy  of  covering  the  refuse  with  soil  has  con- 
siderably reduced  the  rat  population. 


DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 

One  house  was  disinfected  following  death  from  Tuberculosis. 

Disinfestation  of  bedding  and  rooms  were  carried  out  in  one 
case  following  notification  of  Scabies  infection.  Four  other  premises 
were  treated  for  insect  infestations. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

No  formal  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  this  Act. 

It  was,  however,  necessary  to  implement  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  with  regard  to  the  interment  of  a person  at  St.  Davids.  Expenses 
in  this  case  were  defrayed  by  a relative  traced  subsequent  to  the  burial. 


FACTORIES  ACT,  1937 

There  are  now  201  factories  on  the  departmental  Factories 
Register  compared  with  177  last  year,  the  increase  being  due  to  the 
operation  of  additional  sites  where  building  or  engineering  works  were 
in  progress. 

Complaints  of  infringements  of  the  Act  were  received  from  H.M. 
Insf>ector  of  Factories  in  respect  of  five  premises.  These  reports  were 
investigated  and  appropriate  remedial  action  taken.  It  was  not  possible 
in  view  of  pressure  of  other  work  to  carry  out  a .sy.stematic  inspection 
of  factories  on  the  register.

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PETROLEUM  INSTALLATIONS 


Licences  were  renewed  in  respect  of  92  installations  and  licences 
were  approved  in  respect  of  new  installations  at  seven  premises. 

Conditions  of  Licence  were  revised  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year  having  regard  to  the  need  for  adequate  fire  protection  at  places 
where  petrol  is  stored.  The  main  deviation  from  the  previous  code 
related  to  the  construction  of  vaults  to  contain  underground  tanks, 
and  provision  was  made  for  testing  new  and  existing  tanks  by  means 
of  a pressure  test. 

The  installation  and  testing  of  new  tanks  were  supervised  by  the 
public  health  staff.  Initial  inspections  of  all  premises  prior  to  licensing 
under  the  new  code  were  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Chief  Fire 
Officer  of  the  County,  and  we  are  grateful  to  him  for  his  co-operation 
in  this  matter.

HOUSING 


Coucil  House  Development 

Steady  progress  was  made  in  the  construction  of  housing  units 
by  the  Council.  Sixty-eight  were  completed  in  the  year,  this  being  an 
increase  of  ten  on  1955. 

Approval  for  58  of  these  houses  was  obtained  prior  to  the  change 
in  Ministerial  policy  and  the  revision  of  subsidies  in  November,  1955. 
This  marked  a departure  from  the  basic  post-war  policy  of  satisfying 
a general  demand  for  housing  accommodation,  to  be  replaced  by  a 
more  selective  policy  of  considering  need  for  re-housing,  in  particular 
the  plight  of  those  families  living  in  unfit  dwellings.  The  local  demand 
for  housing  has  in  the  main  been  adequately  met  by  the  Council  in 
that  to  date  1,153  houses  have  been  provided,  of  which  1,108  have 
been  built  in  the  past  ten  years.

Transfer  of  houses  were  approved  in  thirteen  cases,  including 
four  to  new  houses.  Seven  of  these  were  to  other  sites,  and  the  others 
to  larger  houses  on  the  same  sites  to  relieve  overcrowding.  Two  tenants 
were  allowed  to  exchange  houses  with  those  of  council-owned 
properties  in  other  areas.

This  shows  a decrease  of  only  41  compared  with  1955,  although 
146  families  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 

Temporary  Housing 

The  policy  of  providing  alternative  accommodation  for  those 
families  occupying  sub-standard  hutments  under  the  control  of  the 
Council  was  continued.  Two  families  from  Grosvenor  Gardens,  Trecwn, 
and  six  from  Solva  Site  3 were  re-housed.  Conversion  of  the  old  school 
at  Talbenny  to  re-house  the  family  from  that  area  was  also  well 
advanced. 

Eight  hutments  at  Trecwn  and  Solva  were  demolished  and  the 
sites  de-requisitioned.  The  two  temporary  buildings  remaining  on  the 
Trecwn  site  were  adapted  by  the  Admiralty  for  other  purposes. 

The  hutment  at  Talbenny  was  the  only  one  left  under  the  control 
of  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  it  is  a matter  of  particular 
satisfaction  to  record  the  effective  and  speedy  manner  in  which  the 
Council  has  tackled  this  problem  in  that  181  families  occupying 
temporary  hutments  on  ii  sites  have  been  re-housed  since  1949.  In  all 
264  families  have  occupied  hutments  on  these  sites  but  82  of  these 
found  other  alternative  accommodation. 

Private  Building  Development 

Thirty-five  new  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise, 
this  being  an  increase  of  eleven  on  the  previous  year.  This  brings  the 
total  number  of  houses  built  by  private  persons  in  the  post-war  period 
to  239. 

Housing  Improvements 

The  following  plans  were  approved  for  private  development  in

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The  Council  has  continued  its  progressive  policy  of  extending 
grant  aid  under  the  Housing  Acts,  1949-54  in  respect  of  improvements 
to  private  dwelling  houses.  Grants  for  the  improvement  of  126 
properties  were  approved  during  the  year,  the  total  grant  involved 
being  £37,877. 

Improvement  works  to  113  houses  were  completed,  the  total 
grant  in  these  cases  being  £34,735  4s.  od. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  by  the  Council,  442  grants 
have  been  approved,  and  modernisation  works  completed  in  21 1 of 
these  cases. 

Negotiations  were  completed  for  the  acquisition  of  nine  houses 
at  Leonardston  Road,  and  a scheme  for  their  complete  modernisation 
was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval.  This  is  a policy  which  the 
Council  could  well  pursue  in  other  parts  of  the  Rural  District,  particu- 
larly in  the  case  of  groups  of  properties  where  financial  considerations 
deter  owners  from  embarking  on  private  schemes. 

It  is  of  significant  interest  that  the  large  majority  of  applications 
for  improvement  grants  have  been  made  by  owner-occupiers,  but  there 
is  evidence  that  some  owners  of  rented  properties  are  now  recognising 
the  material  and  practical  benefits  to  be  derived  from  these  schemes. 

The  low  rental  return  in  the  past  has  discouraged  owners  from 
carrying  out  essential  repairs  to  properties,  with  the  result  that  there 
has  been  gradual  deterioration  of  the  structures.  This  decline  was 
noticed  most  forcibly  during  the  housing  survey  carried  out  late  in 
1955.  In  addition  to  the  466  houses  then  found  to  be  totally  unfit  for 
human  habitation  and  which  the  Council  propose  to  replace  in  a ten- 
year  programme,  over  700  other  houses  were  found  to  be  unfit  for 
habitation  on  the  grounds  of  disrepair  and  the  absence  of  essential 
amenities.  The  provision  of  new  dwellings  for  these  families  would 
place  an  unreasonably  heavy  burden  on  the  financial  resources  of  the 
Council,  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to  maintain  and  adapt  these 
properties  and  prolong  their  useful  life  by  encouraging  the  owners  to 
carry  out  modernisation  schemes  with  grant  aid. 

The  replacement  of  unfit  houses  is  but  one  aspect  of  the  problem 
of  securing  satisfactory  housing  conditions,  and  it  is  important  to 
realise  that  the  improvement  and  repair  of  properties  should  also  form 
an  integral  part  of  housing  policy.  In  the  past  improvement  grants  have 
formed  a valuable  incentive  to  property  owners  to  effect  repairs,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will  continue  its  policy  in  this  respect. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair 

No  applications  were  received  from  occupiers  of  houses  for 
certificates  of  disrepair  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  Act,  1954.

MILK  SUPPLIES

review  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  distribution  of  milk. 
Regular  sampling  was  carried  out  of  supplies  from  producer/retailers, 
which  are  registered  with  the  County  Agricultural  Committee,  and

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These  results  show  a slight  depreciation  in  the  bacterial  quality 
of  milk  supplies  sampled,  92.8%  being  reported  satisfactory  as  against 
94%  in  1955.  An  improvement  was  still  shown,  however,  on  the 
results  obtained  in  1954,  when  87%  complied  with  the  prescribed 
standards. 

All  adverse  reports  were  immediately  investigated  by  your  public 
health  staff,  and  good  co-operation  was  also  obtained  from  the  Milk 
Production  Officer  of  the  County  Agricultural  Committee  in  investi- 
gating conditions  at  the  premises  of  the  producer/retailers  concerned. 
It  was  invariably  found  that  repeat  samples  taken  from  these  sources 
were  of  the  required  standard. 

Biological  Examination 

Three  samples  of  milk  submitted  for  biological  examination  were 
reported  to  be  free  of  Tubercular  or  Abortus  infections. 

Five  samples  were  also  examined  for  the  presence  of  Salmonella 
Dublin  following  receipt  of  notifications  from  the  Divisional  Veterinary 
Officer  that  this  organism  had  been  isolated  from  animals  on  the  farms. 
The  reports  showed  that  the  samples  were  free  from  intestinal 
organisms. 

Milk  Bottle  Rinsing  Tests 

These  tests  are  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
efficiency  of  bottle  cleansing  and  sterilisation  and  form  port  of  the 
investigations  into  adverse  reports  on  milk  samples. 

Twenty-four  bottles  were  submitted  for  general  bacteriological 
examination,  all  being  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 


Registration  of  Premises  for  Manufacture  and  Sale 

There  are  no  premises  registered  with  the  Local  Authority  for 
the  manufacture  of  ice-cream,  all  supplies  being  obtained  from  seven 
sources  outside  the  district. 

Sixty-three  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  in 
accordance  with  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  five 
applications  having  been  approved  during  the  year. 

Bacteriological  Analysis 

One-hundred-and-fourteen  samples  were  submitted  for  examin-

MINERAL  WATERS 

Routine  sampling  of  mineral  waters  from  sources  outside  the 
district  as  well  as  from  the  local  manufacturer  were  continued  during 
1956. 

Sixty-seven  samples,  including  eight  from  the  local  factory,  were 
reported  to  be  satisfactory,  whilst  one  sample  from  an  outside  manu- 
facturer was  of  doubtful  bacterial  quality. 

Bottle  Rinsing  Tests 

Cleansed  bottles  were  also  obtained  from  the  local  works  to 
check  the  efficiency  of  the  cleansing  process.  Twenty-four  of  the  thirty 
bottles  submitted  for  examination  at  the  Laboratory  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory.

Four-hundred-and-fifty  turkeys,  seriously  injured  or  drowned 
during  a severe  storm  were  declared  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

In  addition  a considerable  quantity  of  miscellaneous  foodstuffs 
— butter,  margarine,  lard,  and  various  canned  foods — were  destroyed 
or  damaged  in  a disastrous  fire  at  a wholesale  warehouse  and  retail 
grocery  business,  and  although  the.se  were  examined  in  some  detail  it 
was  only  found  possible  to  salvage  a small  percentage  of  canned  food. 


Fish  Inspection 

Fifteen-and-a-quarter  tons  of  monk  tails  were  inspected  at  a 
local  factory  prior  to  export.  The  consignments  were  found  to  be  in 
good  condition  and  “ certificates  of  purity,”  as  required  by  the  importing 
country,  were  issued. 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  Section  8 

A warning  was  given  to  an  outside  firm  of  manufacturers  in 
respect  of  a sweet  lollipop  found  to  contain  a portion  of  a human  finger 
nail  after  considering  a report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  of  the 
area  concerned  on  hygienic  conditions  at  the  factory  and  the  measures 
taken  against  the  entry  of  extraneous  matter  into  the  finished  product. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES 

There  are  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  Rural  District,  meat 
supplies  being  mainly  obtained  from  slaughterhouses  at  Haverfordwest, 
Milford,  Neyland,  Fishguard  and  Court  Herbert,  Neath.

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Three-hundred  and  twenty-one  visits  were  made  to  food  premises 
during  the  year,  as  a result  of  which  some  improvement  in  hygienic 
standards  was  observed.  It  was  not  possible  however  to  carry  out  a 
survey  of  all  the  food  premises  to  obtain  compliance  with  the  new 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  All  occupiers  of  food  premises  were  how- 
ever sent  a summary  of  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations  with  a 
covering  letter  intimating  that  any  advice  or  assistance  required  would 
be  readily  forthcoming  from  the  public  health  staff.  It  has  since  been 
noted  that  several  retailers  have  voluntarily  installed  washing  facilities, 
water  heating  appliances,  and  have  introduced  counter  screens  and  glass 
display  refrigerators  to  protect  food  supplies  against  contamination. 

FOOD  POISONING 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.
